Washington. Mnrrh 30.— The treaty 
convention, providing for arbitration in 
the B«>ttlpinent of the differences between 
Oreat Britain and the United States 
o?sr the jiirisdiction of Behring sea, 
wss ratified by the ssaats yesterday 
afteraoon by a Qnaaimons vote. The 
secret ■easion, which resnlted in the rat- 
ification, lasted two hours— from 2 to 4 
o'clock jitid was of the quiet, conserva- 
tive cliiiracter that marked Monday's 
secret proceedings. Its detail is of lit- 
tle interest in view of the ratification. 

Shortly after the doors were closed, 
• call of the senate was ordered and an 
nnsually large number of senators 
anawered to their names, the nnmber 
being increased to sersnty-two when 
the vote on the treaty was talien. There 
was some general discoaaion concerning 
the perfection of ttia treaty, and Mr. 
Sherman annouMsa that the pro] 



tions made by some senators at previous 
aesRioiu that the arbitration proceedings 
should be condncted in English had 
met wHh a favorable response from 
Lord Salisbury. The treaty does not 
atipolate the language in which the 
proceedings ahall be conducted. Mr. 
Sherman said that the snggestion that 
they be oondnoted la Bngfiidihad been 
commanicated to Hr JaUaa Panncefote, 
^e British minisler, who replied that 
ha had BO obJeotioB, tatpisftaredto 
oonunonioate with Us own gorsmment 
before sgreeing to it Thle as did, and 
Lord SaUsbnry approved. After Mr. 
Sherman made his statement, the treaty 
was amended so that English should be 
the lamraage used in the ooodnot of the 
ptoceecuags. * 

There was also some diacnasioB over 
Artlele t of tiie treaty, whieh pn>vldee 
that "the decision of Uie tribonsl shall, 
if possible, be made within three 
months from the close of the sifomibt 
on both sides." 

Several senators thonght the time al- 
lowed the arbitrators for decisions 
shotild be longer, sad «s there was no 
objection to tins, tha time was extended 
to f onr months. 

After a discossion over these points 
and some others of minoi importance 
the treaty was nnaaimonsly ratified 
(withoot further ohanae and without 
the passage of any resaintion) Inr an aye 
and nay vote aad rsoohttions informing 
the president of its ratifioation, and re- 
moving the injanotion of seoreoy from 
the vote were adopted.

The Behring sea arbitration treaty 
or convention wss signed in Washington 
on Feb. 29 by James O. Blaine, on 
the part of the United Statea, and Juli&n 
Pauiicefote, on the part of Oreat Bri^ 
ain. It was sent to the senate in confi- 
dence on the 8th insl. 

The treaty provide* that the Behring 
aea controversy ahall be • snbmitted to a 
tribunal of arbitration, to be composed 
of seven arbitrators. tM preaident of the 
United States and her Bntannic majesty 
to name two each, and the president of 
France, tlie King <tf Italy, and the King 
of Norway and Sweden to name one 
each. The arbitratora are to be distin- 
guished jurists iu their resMOti've coun- 
tries, and the treaty provides that they 
shall meet in Paris within twenty days 
after the delivery of the counter-case, or 
what might be called evidence in re- 
buttal. 

The printed case of the two parties, 
accomiianied by documents, oflScial cor- 
refipoudeiice and other evidence is to be 
delivered in duplicate to each arbitrator 
and to the ag"iit.t of each high OOntrSOt- 
ing |>artv. us soon as possible, after the 
apiwiiilinent of the tribunal, but within 
a i)erioil not exceeding three months 
from the e-xchango of the ratification of 
the treaty. Within the next three 
months, unless more time is required, 
the counter cases are to be delivered. 

The arbitrators are commissioned to 
"jn-oceeil impailially and carefully to. 
exaiiiine and d-nde the questions that 
iiave been or hliail l>e laid before them.'" 

All auesiioiis cuiisidered by the tri- 
bunal, mcludiug th« hual decision, are 
to be deteiiuittsa bja auijaiityol the 
arbitrators. 

QaeetlMS to ▲rMtnUo. 

Five questions are to be snbmitted to 
the arbitrators. These are: 

First— What ezolnsive jnrisdii^tion iu 
the sea known as the Behring sea, and 
what exclusive rights in the seal lisherios 
therein did Russia assert and exercise 
prior and up to the time of tlie cession 
of Alaska to t lie United Statea ? 

Second— How far were these < laiuis of 
jurisdiction as to the seal H^ll('Me^ iv.-o-- 
niaed and conceded by Oreut Britain 

Third— Was the body of water now 
known as the Behring sea i'lcluded iu 
the phrase -'Pecifio ocean," as used in 
the treaty of 1833 between Groat Britain

If the arbitrators dedda that the con- 
currence of Oreat Britain is necesaaiy 
to the eetablidiment of regulations for 
the nrotection and preservation of the 
f tir-seal in Behring .sea. tba arMtmtors 
shall then detenmae what eoncnrrent 
regnlations ontslda the Jurisdictional 
Umite of the respective jgof^emmento are 
oeceseary, and over what watiia sodi 
regulations ahoald extend. 

The high eontracting parties also 
agree to co-opetato in eecuring the ad- 
hesion of other powers to such regula- 
tions. The queetioaof tha liability of 
either government far damages Is tone 
subject to further neaotiation, althongh 
the arbitrators may oeoida on qnestioos 
of fact involved. 

The treaty also provides for ths ap- 
pointment of two commissioners by 
each of the high contracting parties to 
inveetigi^ and report facta having re- 
lation to seal life and measures neces- 
sary for ita preservation. The decision 
is to be made within four months after 
th« cloee of argument on hatil tides, and 
it is to be flnaT 

The exchange of the ratification of 
the treaty is to be made either at Wash- 
ington sr at London within six months 
from its data (Feb. 29) or earlier, if pos- 
sible.

A letter was read from Mr. Mills, of 
Texas, stating that he had transmitted 
his resignation as a member of congress 
to the governor of Texas, to take effect 
at once. 

Bills were passed for the relief of 
Daniel MeClure, and to establish a port 
of delivery at Des Moines. 

Mr. Canipbell, of New York, made a 
personal explanation of his absence last 
Thursday when a vote was taken upon 
the silver bill. He stated that he was 
ill in New York and was moreover 
paired with Mr. Boatiier, of Louisiana, 
on the silver bill. Had he been here he 
would have voted against the measure. 
NewKpapers iu New York had insinu- 
ated tliat he had been derelict in his 
duty, lib enii>liatically denied thisaud 
said that he had endeavored during a 
long public career to discharge his offi- 
cial duties, honestly, fairly and fully, 
and the insinuation that lie was pur- 
jsjsely absent or was neglecting the in- 
terests of the goveriunent was false. 

The house then went into a committee 
of the whole on tha tariff bill.

The State Senate yesterday took up the 
McCain Tobacco bill sent back to them 
by the Houae with an amendment pro- 
viding for an open nut^t for bidders. 
By a vote uf twenty-one to seven the Sen- 
ate refused to concur in the amendment, 
The Separate Coach bill was next 
brought up before the largest crowd that 
has yet been seen in the Senate lobby. 

Senator Mulligan spoke againat the bill, 
and was followed by Senator Newman, 
who denominated it a farce bill. Sena- 
tor Newman eulogised the negro, and 
the faithful aervant he baa been. He 
thonglit tlie hill did not represent the 
sober judgment of the people of the State. 
Senator MoOain apoke for the blD. 

Senator George, of Graves, also cham- 
pioned the bill, arguinK that provisions 
have already been made for separate 
schools, separate churches, and that it 
was going but little farther, and in the 
right dinetion, for aeparate railroad 
coaches. 

Senator Clark, an old-fashioned Demo- 
crat, said he favored the bill. In after 
yean he wanted hia record ao that his 
descendants might know that he waa op- 
posed to placing negroes upon an equali- 
ty with whites. It waa neoeaaary to the 
protection of passengera, and did no in- 
justice to the colored people. 

Senator Board, of Scott County, spoke 
for it, makipg argnmenta in the same 
line. 

A vote on the measure had not been 
reached at last accconnts.

Blade, was jailed yestorday at. Paris to 
Answer a charge of malicioua libel. The 
warrant was sworn out by JauM K. Ford, 
a deacon of the rhriatian Church of 
Pwris. Mr. Ford in hiu affidavit charges 
that Moore did " unlawfully, falsely aQd 
malidooaly publish of and conoeming J. 
8. Iweeney and the certain religious con- 
grofration and society known aa the Chris- 
tii^ Church of Paris, Ky., composed of 
direni persons, citizens and residents of 
the said county of Bourbon, the certain 
statement and chaige in langtume as fol- 
lows: ' That shebanff called theOhrifltian 
Churcli of Paris (meaning tliereby the 
certain congregation or religious society 
known u (be Chriitiaii Oharch of Pftris, 
Ky.,) is run by a Republican preacher 
(meaning thereby said J. S. Sweeney) in 
cahoot with a lot of whisky maken, sell- 
ers and drinkers, that never would have 
been heard of iu the world except for 
the riches that hare accnmolated from 
money more illy gotten than that of 
Jndas Iscariot or Dives in bell,' whicli 
said statement and charge was, when so 
pabliahed by said Moore, and is false and 
nulicious, and was so pnblisbed by said 
Moore with the intention and for the 
purpose of bringing the said J. S. Sweeney 
and the said society or congregation and 
the membora thereof into contempt and 
disgrace, and to lessen the . respect and 
esteem of tho public for said J. R. Sweeney 
and the said nomrmH— «sd ill mma- 
hen:* 

Moore was allowed bail in the snm of 

1600, but preferred to go to jail. The 
Kentuckian says : " The citizens of I'aris, 
and especially those members of the 
Christian Church, have long submitted 
to his insults, hoping that each issue of 
his paper would be his last. They soon 
arrived at a point where forbearance 
ceased to be a virtue. They owed it to 
themselves, to their families and to 
Christianity to prove the charges false." 

William Remington, Bosh Hart, George 
Judy and Frank I/)wry, who were re- 
cently indicted for detaining Moore at 
Bpringrale to make fain Amlge the 
name of the author of certain articles, 
were arrested by Sheriff Ford Monday, 
and gave bond. The aggregate wealth of 
their bondsmen is said to be $4,500,000, 
and includes Bourbon's best citizens.

A spedal from Frankfort says: "Attor- 
ney (General Hendrick, having been offi- 
cially notified of alleged fraudulent prac- 
tices on the part ol John W. Gudgel, for- 
mer County Superintendent of Anderson 
County, and Dr. D. P. Linville, Super- 
intendent of Public Schools in Robertson 
County, has appointed an agent in each 
county to investigate those charges and 
report to him the result.
